A few members of tho association'said 


they favored euthanasia. If the odds are 
against regaining health, put tho patient 
in bis grave. JThe large majority of phy- 
sicians declared opposition to "easy 
death." 


The office of a physician is to cure, not 


to Mil. K a physician practiced euthana- 
sia, ho would doubtless bo suspected of 
murder in cases which his regular treat- 
jncnt failed. From.personal and profes- 
sional standpoints a physician could not 
afford, on strictly material grounds, to 
carry out the "easy death" theory.

Her arbitrary control 
of coffee as a revenue producer encour- 
ages public extravagance and private 
greed in connection with the coffee busi- 
ness, so that when her politicians are in 
need of financial relief the price of a 
pound of coffee is increased.
